Wayne  Hall  housed  the  Health  Cen- 
ter, remained  open  during  breaks,  and  was  a 
busy  hub  as  a  bus  stop  for  the  South  Campus 
shuttle.  McCarthy  was  an  all-female  build- 
ing, and  Killinger  Hall  was  a  24-hour  quiet 
hall. 

The  brand  new  University  Hall  was 
the  first  of  the  nine  housing  buildings  on 
North  Campus  to  stray  from  the  typical  dor- 
mitory style  of  the  other  buildings,  boasting 
suites  with  private  bathrooms.  As  freshmen, 
the  class  of  2006  was  among  the  last  to  live 
in  the  dorms  before  University  Hall  vastly 
changed  the  residential  quad.  The  residence 
halls  also  changed  since  we  were  freshmen 
in  that  student  identification  cards  must 
now  by  swiped  to  enter  a  building. 

The  residence  hall  experience  is  per- 
haps one  of  the  most  traditional  college  ex- 
periences WCU  offers,  and  while  at  the  time 
there  were  surely  endless  complaints  about 
community  bathrooms,  constant  noise,  and 
lack  of  space,  looking  back,  most  will  agree 
that  they  have  exceptionally  fond  memories 
from  those  years  as  underclassmen  living  in 
the  dorms.

One  of  the  biggest  changes  that  the  Class  of 
2006  has  been  witness  to  is  the  addition  of  a  massive 
new  housing  complex  called  "The  Village,"  adjacent  to 
the  already  existing  South  Campus  Apartments.

For  most  2006  grads,  9/11/01  was  a  day  that  marred  either  the  beginning  of 
senior  year  in  high  school,  or  freshman  year  at  West  Chester.  For  either  group,  it 
was  a  day  that  deeply  marred  what  was  supposed  to  be  a  happy  time.  New  words 
were  added  to  the  daily  vocabulary  --  al-Queda,  War  on  Terror,  anthrax. 

Each  September  11  since,  we  have  remembered  the  horror,  confusion,  and  in- 
deed, terror,  of  that  day.  This  year  was  no  different,  as  the  students  and  faculty 
of  West  Chester  University  along  with  other  members  of  the  community  payed 
their  respects  for  victims  of  the  attacks  by  attending  a  vigil  held  in  front  of  Sykes 
Student  Union.  President  Madeleine  Wing  Adler,  Mayor  Dick  Yoder  of  West  Ches- 
ter and  SGA  president  Brad  Williams  spoke  at  the  ceremony.  The  Student  Govern- 
ment Association  presented  a  fence  of  remembrance  a  few  days  prior  to  9/11. 
Everyone  was  given  a  flag  with  the  option  of  writing  a  few  words  of  remembrance 
on  a  piece  of  paper  attached  to  the  flag.  When  all  of  these  flags  were  placed  on 
the  chain  link  fence  in  front  of  Sykes  Union,  it  presented  a  moving  and  effective 
memorial  for  that  day  that  still  lives  so  vividly  in  our  minds. 

Remembering  9/11  is  a  tradition  many  of  us  surely  wish  had  never  become 
necessary  -  that  that  crystal  blue  day  in  2001  had  been  just  another  ordinary  day.

The  damage  that  Hurricane  Kathna  inflicted 
on  the  Gulf  Coast  was  mind  blowing.  Although  it  was 
brought  about  by  nature,  the  Great  Storm  brought 
about  memories  of  September  11  as  Americans  safe 
from  the  hurricane's  wrath  sat  staring  dumbfounded  at 
their  television  sets  wondering  how  such  a  thing  could 
happen  here.  The  painfully  long  rescue  effort,  the  im- 
ages of  such  vast  devastation,  and  the  heartbreaking 
stories  of  families  ripped  apart  by  the  storm  struck  our 
hearts  and  stirred  up  the  need  to  give  all  we  could. 

Different  organizations  helped  out  across  cam- 
pus to  raise  money  for  the  Hurricane  Katrina  relief 
fund.  Members  of  RHA  organized  a  pennies  war  in- 
side Sanderson  Hall,  and  all  of  the  money  raised  went 
to  the  Katrina  fund.  The  Black  Student  Union  set  up 
boxes  inside  of  residence  halls  to  collect  clothing  for 
those  victims  of  the  Hurricane.  A  benefit  concert  al- 
lowed people  to  have  some  for  a  good  cause. 

As  these  pages  go  to  publication  in  February, 
families  are  still  displaced.  Friends  and  loved  ones  that 
haven't  been  heard  from  since  Katrina  struck  are  pre- 
sumed dead,  but  for  many,  there  are  no  answers.  It 
may  feel  like  any  effort  an  individual  can  make  is  use- 
less, but  the  combined  efforts  of  the  WCU  community 
surely  made  a  difference  -  if  only  in  the  life  of  one 
person,  it  is  still  worthwhile. 
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The  "Leadership,  Unity 
fit  Volunteerism/lmage 
Maker  Program  Series," 
better  known  to  the 
campus  as  LUVIM  Pro- 
grams, began  in  the 
fall  of  1988.  Our  first 
speaker,  Harris  Wofford 
(former  United  States 
Senator  and  cofounder 
of  The  Peace  Corps), 
was  invited  to  address 
the  issue  of  leadership 
in  front  of  the  uni- 
versity's top  student, 
faculty  and  administra- 
tive leaders.

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The  West  Chester  Marching 
Band  was  founded  in  1936 
at  then  West  Chester  State 
Teachers  College.  Throughout 
its  history  the  Golden  Rams 
Marching  Band  has  been  one 
of  the  most  influential  en-      _ 
sembles  on  other  marching    ■ 
related  groups  throughout  the 
northeastern  United  States.  ^ 
In  the  mid  30's,  the  march- 
ing band  was  simply  an  addi- 
tion to  the  college's  football 
games.  Under  the  direction  of 
director  Mr.  Powell  Middleton, 
the  band  was  comprised  of  50 
male  students.  Over  the  next 
few  years,  the  "Girls  Trum- 
pet Corps"  was  added  to  the 
marching  band  which  was  said 
to  "add  considerably  to  the 
effectiveness  of  the  group". 
In  the  early  years  of  World 
War  II,  the  band  was  chosen! 
to  play  at  many  military  cerj 
emonies,  inlcuding  when  many 
West  Chester  State  students 
left  for  military  service.  The 
Golden  Rams  Marching  Band 
had  progressed  from  being 
just  a  football  band  to  having 
an  active  role  in  the  commu- 
nity.

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The  Incomparable  Golden  Rams  Marching  Band  continues  to  be  the  most 
visible  representative  of  West  Chester  University  and  West  Chester,  PA, 
as  it  has  throughout  its  67  year  history.  The  Golden  Rams  perform  pre- 
game,  halftime,  or  post-game  at  all  home  and  select  away  WCU  football 
games  in  Pennsylvania  and  in  Delaware.  In  addition  to  games  are  parades 
and  high  school  marching  band  competitions,  where  the  Band  performs 
for  tens  of  thousands  of  excited  fans  throughout  the  course  of  a  fall 
season.  In  previous  years,  the  Golden  Rams  have  performed  in  the  Ma- 
cy's  parade,  Philadelphia  Thanksgiving  Day  parade,  Philadelphia  Eagles 
games  and  the  annual  Collegiate  Marching  Band  Festival  in  Allentown ,  PA. 
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The  Miss  WCU  Pageant 
is  a  tradition  that  we've 
had  since  1999.  Over  the 
years  this  program  has 
improved  and  evolved.

The  first  Brian's  Run  took  place 
in  1978  as  a  one-time  event  to 
benefit  Brian  Bratcher,  a  Hen- 
derson student  who  sustained 
a  spinal  cord  injury  that  left 
him  paralyzed  at  age  15  dur- 
ing a  football  scrimmage.

Brian  felt  he  had 
benefitted  enough  from  the 
proceeds,  but  encouraged 
the  race  to  continue  to  help 
other  community  members 
who  need  help  with  physical 
mobility,  vision,  and  commu- 
nication.
